Conference Set 
Future Pattern 


Senior federal officials 
have found a communications 
gap that could hinder native 
people from broader participa- 
tion in Canada's public service. 

The problem emerged 
Monday as a possible core hand- 
icap to Ottawa's Native Empl- 
oyment Program - a project 
which drew Quinte Mohawk 
spokesman into a two-day sem- 


inar with a team from the Public 
Service Commission, the fed- 


eral Governments employment 
agency. 

The program is aimed at 
encouraging job opportunities 
for native people in all branches 
of the federal service. 

But, commission officials 
found, native people are not 
aware of their public career 
chances .And no standard mech- 
anism exists to guarantee they 
are kept informed of such op- 
portunities. Conventional 
contact points - Canda Man- 
power centres, career lists

Counterfeit $50 bills 
have been flooding Ontario 
during the past week and 
Ontario Provincial Police are 
warning people not to accept 
any $50 bills that are presented 
to them unless they're sure of 
the person's identity. 

Some of the bills have 
been reported in Trenton, as 
well as in the larger centres. 
According to the O.P.P., the 
notes are of excellent quality, 
and very difficult to detect. 

The police say that the 
simplest way of edtecting a 
bogus bill is to hold it against 
a strong light which will reveal 
an otherwise invisible number 
of planchets (metal discs) which

The conference was the 
first of its kind with a native 
group and the basic opinions 
elicited from the Mohawks 
stimulated reaction from com- 
mission officials. Tyendinaga 
had been chosen as a represent- 
ative native community for the 
initiating discussions with 
Indian people on the program. 

Chief Earl Hill told the 
group federal service careers 
were posted in such centres as 
the post office. But, since 
Indians are mainly rural dwell- 
ers on country postal routes, 
they rarely find it necessary to 
use post offices. Indians who 
register with Canada Manpower 
Centres, and with employers 
often take it for granted that 
it is sufficient to have their 
names on record. They do no 
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return to "pester" officials 
about vacancies. 

Among communication 
solutions offered by the chief: 

-Appointment fo regional 
Indian liason officers at Canada 
Manpower Centres. 


-Use of provincial native 
organizations to transmit inform- 
ation on public service jobs to 
local Indian bands. 

Young Mohawks seeking 
trade openings often had to 
cross into the United States to 
find work. If they sought a 
federal government job, they 
were usually directed to a trad~ 


itional contact point - the Ind- 
ian Affairs Dept. in Ottawa. 

The commision stated that 
Indian groups should be on the 
receiving end of all information 
on public service work openings. 
Such a flow is particularly im- 
portant since some careers mean 
hiring students directly from 
school for training. But there 
are only a handful of native 
people who are public service 
employees. The commission is 
concerned about this , and, : 
hopefully, this conference will * 
be a step towards correcting the 
situation. ,

Chief Hill stated thot 
the Jay Treaty signed in 1794 
which allowed Indians to pass 
not withstanding any immigrat- 
ion laws was ratified by the 
United States, but was never 
agreed upon by the Canadian 
government. He teels that the 
government should adopt the 
portion of the Jay Treaty apply- 
ing to the “free and unimpeded” 
travel of the Indians, because, 
originally, native people did 
not have a United States - 
Canadian Border Line.
